A Royal Railroad Car. 


When the Emperor William travels 
every possible measure is taken to pro- 
vide for his. comfort. The Emperor's 
special train consists of three saloon 
carriages, connected with each other 
by a covered way. The imperial car- 
riage proper is hung with blue damask, 
and at one end there is a small com- 
partment in which the Emperor likes 
to stand at the window when making 
short journeys. A small saloon next 
to his coupe contains a sofa and a 
spring seat, opposite which is the 
Emperor’s camp bed. 

_ Near the saloon is the study, in which 
stands a desk with writing materials, 
whose appearance shows good wear.

THE ROMANTIC OYBIN. | 


Unknown and. Unsuspected by the Ordi- | 
nary Traveler. 
' 


In spite of the fact that in the opin-| 


of the Oybin is the richest possessed | 
by any European mountain, save and | 
except Vesuvius,” scarcely a word has | 
been written upon this strange, roman- | 
tic and weird spot by any English 
writers. | 

It is, like the fortresses of Bosig and | 
the ordinary traveler; and its wondrous 
ruins, perched high in air,amidst the 
wild fantastic rocks, rarely echo to the 
sound of an English tongue. The life 
led upon this pillared, forest height has 
strangely alternated between horrid | 
deeds of devilry and religion. Robber 
knight and monk have in turns held 
possession of this stronghold; but now | 
its ruins rise in picturesque strength, | 
half hidden by the solemn pines, and | 
shelter but the historian, or archzolo- | 
gist, or pleasure-loving traveler. | 

The approach to the Oybin from the 
main road leading out of Zittau forms 
a pleasant drive through villages that 
have prosperity stamped on every line- | 
ament. The little groups of well- 
dressed, well-shod children tramp in 
lines of two-and-two to school, the boys 
leading the way, and the girls following 
with woolen headdresses of every hue, 
their faces bright and ruddy, and their 
kngpsacks at their backs. The houses 
are well built and picturesque, with 
dark timber beams, and nestle amid 
flowering fruit trees and graceful way- 
ing birches upon slopes of rich pas- 
ture. 

Factories of silk and cloth, and oil 
mills, dot here and there the landscape, 
and prove the fact that, factory life 
need not be passed amid hideous sur- | 
roundings; the great lines of flax 
spread out on the broad green fields 
seem also to add life and change to the 
scene.

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The Growth of Nebraska. 

The Union Pacific Railroad was com- 
pleted in May, 1869. Two years before 
—in 1867—Nebraska was admitted to 
the Union. She had then 120,000 popu- 
lation, occupying the sections adjacent 
to the Missouri and chiefly south of the 
Platte. In 1880 the population of the 
State was 452,402. Settlement and agri- | 
culture had then become general and 
prosperous over the eastern half of the 
State, and was beginning to subdue its 
western half. Field culture had already 
obtained a firm hold along and between 
lines of railway as far west as the 100th | 
meridian. In June, 1885, the popula- | 
tion of Nebraska had increased to 
740,645, or more tian 50 per cent. in five 
years. The increase in her great farm 
products, the small grains, corn, hay, 
cattle and hogs, was in proportionate 
ratio. Agriculture, thickening in the | 
the central and eastern portions, was 
steadily conquering westward. In 1885 
homesteaders settling on the uplands 
in the vicinity of Sydne first broke 
ground for farms in Cheyenne County. 
The products of the first year were corn 
yielding from 35 to 40 bushels per acre, | 
oats producing from 30 to 40 bushels, 
potatoes averaging from 100 to 150 
bushels, and wheat yielding from 18 to. 
20 bushels to the acre; there were other 
varieties of field and root crops, the 
tame grasses, and trees of equally en- 
couraging growth. This on the 103d 
meridian, but a single degree east of 
the meridian of Denver.

The Duty of the Hour. 


So much bas been said in past! 


years about our needs if we ever 
expect to make a great State of 
Nevada that a word to the farmers 
may not be out of place at this 
time. Intelligent and honest leg- 
islation must be had before we can 
ever hope for much relief from the 
present order of things, and the 
only way to remedy existing evils 
is for the farmers to take the mat- 
ter in hand themselves. They are 
strong enough and _ intelligent 
enough to inake laws that will 
help them materially in their strug- 
gle for existence if they will but do 
it. If they will see to it that none 
bat honest men are selected, men 
who have the good of the State at 
large at heart, they can solve this 
perplexing water question in three 
years’ time. But so long as they 
treat the subject with indifference 
and send unprincipled men to the 
Legislature, just so long will the 
statute books be lumbered up with 
laws that are of no practical bene- 
fit to the subordinate industry of 
State farming. If the farmers and 
ranchmen would combine and say 
to themselves “ we will elect none 
but men of character and standing 
who have our welfare at heart and 
whose judgment has not been 
warped by other pursuits in life 
but farming, men who will do their 
duty towards the farmers, regard- 
less of anything else,” the problem 
will soon besolved. But so long 
as the political bosses are allowed 
to control the affairs of State, just 
so long will existing evils last and 
justso long will we be burdened 
with discriminating laws that will 
keep them in their present impov- 
erished condition. The GAZETTE 
throws this out for a hint to the 
horny-handed sons of toil and 
hopes to see them take advantage 
ofitintime. It does not require 
much brains to see that if they 
longer refuse to help themselves 
where they will land. Wake up 
and do your duty at the conven- 
tion and follow it up at the polls 
and you will be all right in a short 
time. 


Tue United States Senate Com- 
mittee on the water question has 
come and gone. They held an im- 
portant meeting at Carson and re- 
ceived much valuable information, 
gathered by our people; but for 
the farmers to wait in the hope 
that the Government is going to 
build them reservoirs and ditches 
is idle, because it is not going to 
invest a dollar further than to 
make the surveys, and the sooner 
the people realize that fact and 
take hold of the work in earnest 
the better. We are satisfied that 
it is not the policy of the Govern- 
meut to appropriate a dollar for 
the reclamation of our arid lands 
—at least, not until the people at 
the East have been educated up to 
the importance of the work, and 
that will take years. If the farm- 
ers of Washoe county will take 
hold of the matter they can solve 
the question as far as this county is 
concerned in a few months and be 
deriving the benefits long before 
the Government realizes the im- 
portance of the subject. 

All the estimates made on the 
Carson river far excel the State 
appropriation, and if the Board of 
Commissioners really want to see 
what can be done for this State in 
the way of reclaiming our arid 
wastes, let them dismiss the Carson 
river from their minds and expend 
the money where it can be used to 
advantage, and where it will dem- 
onstrate the wise policy of the 
State in making the trial. There 
is nothing in the bill to indicate 
that the money was to be spent on 
the Carson, but, by what seemed to 
be common consent, the people 
were willing to let the Board see 
what could be done on that stream ;

California’s Big Capitalist Teo 
Mach for Interviewers. 


The New York World says: One 
of the most singular of all the big bet- 
ters is Haggin, the California million- 
aire. Half Turk, half Kentuckian, 
taciturn, vindictive, despotic, he has 
no companions and no friends. A 
dozen stories are told of his early life— 
how he was taken captive in the Med- 
iterranean Sea; how he was raised by 
an old Turk, who adopted him; how 
the old Turk made a Mussulman of 


him, and left him millions; and how, 
finally, when his son was born, he 
named him ‘‘ Ben Ali,” in honor of 
his benefactor. No one knows how 
much of thisistrue. All that is known 
is that Mr. Hagygin js a fabulously rich 
man; that he owns gold mines, and 
coal mines, and copper mines; that be 
has some of the best horses on the 
turf, and that he breeds them on a 
stock farm in California as big as the 
State of Delaware. 

Mr. Haggin is a slender man of 
medium height, with keen, dark eves 
and closely cropped iron-gray beard. 
His son, n Ali, is a good looking 
young fellow, rather fat, with a heavy, 
dark mustache. Both of them are at 
times heavy bettors, and when they 
like a horse will not hesitate to put up 
$5,000 or $10,000 on him. They are 


| uot betting so heavily this year as they 


did in the past. 

Mr. Haggin is a man of the most 
violent passions. When his horse, 
named after his son, Ben Ali, won 
the Kentucky Derby, there were 
no books on the Louisville track 
and Haggin was furious. He car- 
ried $10,000 out to the track with 
him, and his son as much more. 
They could place only a few hun- 
dreds in the auctions, and when 
the great horse came galloping in an 
easy winner, Haggin, with many an 
imprecation, bad him taken straight 
to the stable, and in three hours all 
the horses he had were put in their 
special cars and were on their way to 
Latonia. He has never been at the 
Louisville track since. A few weeks 
afterwards the judges at Latonia 
placed his horse Hidalgo back fora 
foul, and asthe indignant millionaire 
thought he was unjustly treated he 
again packed up his things and moved 
on. 
‘*T will never set my foot in the 
d——d State again,’’ he said, bitterly, 
and he never has. He will not even 
buy Kentucky horses, and his enor- 
mous stock farm, with its yearlings 
whose annual sales net him $100,000 a 
year, is said to be the outcome of his 
Kentucky. quarrels.

He is dead; I saw the notice 
in the paper.”” Mrs. Davis was inde- 
scribably shocked and sent for papers, 
but the passengers tried to keep then: 
from her and deceive her into believ- 
ing it was a mistake. John Sparks 
and his daughter were on the train 
and did ‘all they could to solace the 
beart-broken lady. Finally Mr. 
Sparks’ daughter came to her section 
and putting her arms around her neck, 
with a kiss, she handed her the Salt 
Lake Tribune containing the following 
editorial : 

‘**Lieutenant-Governor H. C. Davis 
of Nevada, who died of heart disease 
in his garden in Carson on Thureday, 
was 4 Superior man and a genial gen- 
tleman. He was for a loug time a 
passenger conductor on the Central 
Pacific railroad, and about everybod 
in Nevada knew him personally. e 
was ill down almost to death’s door 
last winter, but he rallied, and when 
here six weeks ago looked as h 
be bad received a new lease of life. 
His death will be sincerely mourned | 
in Nevada.,’’

Thence he 
went to California, by way of Los 
Angeles, reaching San Francisco in 
January, 1859. Heresided near Wood- 
bridge, in San Joaquin county, until’ 
March, 1860, when he went to Carson 
City, Nev. From 1861 to 1864 he was 


employed as a telegraph operator on) 


the overland line between Austin and 
Virginia City, He was elected to the 
last Territorial Legislature from

| Pennsylvania in 1864 and was a stu- 
'dent at Beaver Academv, Washington,

He returned at once to Nevada and 


was elected to the office of State 


Mineralogist, was re-elected in 1878, 
serving in that position until 1879. 
He was admitted to the bar in 1878 by 
the Supreme Court of Nevada, being 
complimented on the excellence of his 
examination by an order spread upon 
the minutes of that court. Soon after 
the expiration of his term of office in 
1879 he went to Bodie, Cal., remain- 
ing there until the spring of 1881, 
when he came to Montana and has 
resided in Deer Lodge county ever 
since, practicing law. He was mar- 
ried in 1873 to Miss Sarah 8, Brown- 
son, of Washington, Pa., and is the 
father of one son. He was unan- 
imously chosen by the Republicans to 
represent the Anaconda district, that 
being the only district in the Territory 
where there was no contest for dele- 
gates to the convention.

ASRAHAM WANS So KHNONESS, 


The Only President Who Would Fxamine | 

the Real Wants of the People. 
‘ “Abraham Lincoln,” said Judge 
Kelley, of Pennsylvania, who is the 
father of the House of Representatives, | 
“was the most patient man in the de- 
tails of life Lever saw. He was the 
only President we ever had, and prob- 
ably ever will have, who knew, nothing | 
of the common autocracy of public’ 
life. I remember an incident in con- 
nection with the war which illustrates 
what I am trying to say. It is not 
proper for me to use names, but the 
story goes: It was at that early period 


in the rebellion when suspects and con-| 


spirators were being arrested and im- 
prisoned by the wholesale. A letter 
written upon a printed sheet of paper, 
giving the business of a prominent. 
firm of merchants in New York and 
containing incendiary language toward 
the Union, found its way into the 
hands of a Goverment official in the 
South. The declarations were penned 
by a traveling man, who represented | 
the firm mentioned in the letter-head. | 
The result was the arrest of the princi- 
pal member of that firm on the charge 
of conspiracy against the Government, 
The letter was signed in such a way as 
to not make it perfectly clear who the 
author was, and, of course, suspicion | 
bore heavily upon the firm mentioned. | 
He is a man well knownin New York 
to-day. Men were held in prison at. 
that time on the slightest suspicion, in | 
fact, more slight than this one. The 
wife of the merchant came to a friend | 
of mine in New York immediately | 
after the arrest of the husband, and re-— 
quested him to communicate with | 
President Lincoln the fact that her hus- | 
band had been arrested for something | 
for which he was in no way responsible. | 
My friend addressed a note to the Presi- | 
dent, telling him that the man under. 
arrest was not guilty of the misde- | 
meanor even in a collateral or the most. 
remote way. The wife came tu Wasb- | 
ington; it was 11 o’clock when she ar-| 
rived. At the depot she told the cab- | 
man to drive tothe White House. The | 
driver expostulated with her, and told 
her that it was of no use to call at the | 
White House at such a late hour of the | 
night. She said it made no difference, | 
she wanted to see Mr. Lincoln, and that | 
he must drive her immediately to the 
Executive Mansion. When she present- | 
ed herself at the entrance to the White | 
House it was midnight. Everything 
was quiet. The cordon of police, very | 
stormy at that time, turned out in full | 
force. They would not listen at first to | 
her entreaties to be admitted to the | 
White House. Finally, she prevailed | 
upon one of the officers to take the let- 
ter of introduction she had to President 
Lincoln, who was then asleep. A min- | 
ute after the President had been 
awakened his voice was heard in the | 
corridor on the upper floor. He had | 
the letter in his hand, and the tremor | 
upon it indicated his feeling. | 
“* Mrs. ——, this case demandsdmme- | 
diate action,’ said Mr. Lincoln; ‘if you 
will take my arm, we will go immedi- 
ately to Secretary Stanton.’ Across the | 
lots at a rapid pace went the President | 
and the lady. Stanton was aroused | 
from his slunibers, shown the letter by | 
the President and requested to release | 
the prisoner. He wrote a dispatch and | 
handed it to Mr. Lincoln, and said he 
would attendto the matter further in 
the morning. 
» “ Like a lackey boy, the President, 
with the lady, started toward the down- : 
town hotels. It was 1 o'clock in the | 
morning. Washington was filled with | 
revolutionists and would-be assassins, 
yet Mr. Lincoln never faltered and 
seemed not to comprehend his danger. | 
When he arrived at the hotel, with the | 
lady on his arm, he told her to go to 
her room, sleep soundly, return to New 
York in the morning, and that her hus- 
band would meet her on the dock. The 
lady could not believe it, but Mr. Lin- 
coln assured herthat such would be the 
case. The President then went to the 
telegraph office, filed the message, which 
demanded the unconditional release of 
the prisoner, and returned to the White 
House alone, Sure enough, when the 
lady alighted from the ferry at New 
York the next day her husband was 
there to embrace her. I am inclined to 
believe the millennium will come before 
we shall have another President who 


would do such an act as this.”

’ Dore’s Dexterity. 


To watch Gustave Dore designing his 
sketches, says a biographer, was enough 
to make one dizzy. His fingers fairly 
flew over the surface of the block, and 
every time he took a fresh one it seemed 
to be finished before one had time to 
realize what he had been about. This 
extraordinary quickness of execution 
was outstripped by that of his imagin- 
ation, always miles ahead of any pos- 
sible mechanical work. It seems all 
but incredible that any artist should 
have Ween able to accomplish so much 
in so short a space of time. A convinc- 
ing proof of his extraordinary duplex 
faculty of lightning like conception 
and scarcely less rapid execution was 
that he never in those days made a 
sketch twice over. Some he rarely 
glanced at, but threw the blocks aside 
as soon as they were finished, sure that 
his faithful pencil had exactly repro- 
duced his fancies and conceptions.

Birnam Wood, 
‘ An Arabian writer relates the fol- 


| lowing incident as having occurred at 


the time of the total destruction of 
the ancient Arabian tribe of Jedis, who 
inhabited Yemama, Central Arabia, 
not very long after the confusion of 
tongues at Babel. They had been 
shamefully tyrannized over by the king 
of their kindred tribe, Tasm, and at 
length had treacherously avenged their 
wrongs by the extermination of their 
tyrants. One noble of that tribe had 
escaped the massacre, and had jour- 
neyed to Yemen. (our Arabia Felix.) 
He presented himself to the Himyerite 
king of that country, and prayed him 
to avenge Tasm by the destruction of 
Jedis. The king consented, marshalled 
his forces,and set out from Yemen. 
Arrived at a distance of three days’ 
march from Yemama, the refugee 
noble of Tasm informed the king that 
a sister of his, married to a chieftain 
at Jedis, and then living in Yemama, 
was possessed of so acute a power of 
vision as to be able to distinguish a 
horseman at the distance of three days’ 
journey. He therefore suggested that 
the king shonid command his troops 
to pluck up by the roots,every man, 
& young tree from a forest they had to 
pass through, and carry this before 
him, so as to hide the advancing host 
and mask it from his sister’s piercing 
glance. The order was given and each 
man of the army plucked up a tree, 
carrying itin frontofhim. The quick- 
eyed lady, however, from an out-look 
on her housetop, saw the advancing 
wood. Sharply scrutinizing it, and dis- 
tinguishing behind the foliage one man 
“who was nibbling a bladebone or 
soling a sandal,” she informed the 
townsmen of whatshe saw. They took 
no notice of her warning. The army 
advanced, surprised the town, slaugh- 
tered all the men, and made captives 
of the women and children. Thus the 
tribe was extirpated. This story was 
written in the year that is exactly 
half-way to the present date, 943 plus 
943 equals 1886 A. D.; and the question 
naturally arises: Is there any mediz- 
val channel known to seekers, after 
folklore, by which this incident could 
have become known to the writer of 
“Macbeth,” or to any monkish chron- 
icler through whom the Birnam Wood 
story may have been handed down. 
Machbeth’s death and Malcolm Can- 
more’s accession in A. D. 1057, was so 
long anterior to the Crusades, that it is 
not likely the Eastern story had reached 
Scotiand or England. If the Birnam 
Wood incident really occurred, it was 
a surprising coincidence; and if it was 
a monkish embellishment, it would be 
interesting to~ trace the story from 
the East, if possible.
